FACULTY CHANGES AT
UNIVERSITY COLLEGE

Dr. McClintock, New Professor
of Hygiene, to Open

Drug Farm.

ANDERSON IS NEW PROCTOR

Dr. Mac Lean Resigns as Pro¬
fessor of Pathology.Full

Laboratory Staff.

At a meetlriR of trustees of tlio
University College of Medicine hold
last night the faculty for the session
of 1911-12 was chosen, a now proctor
was elected, and the resignation of a
professor of ono of the major
branches was received and reluctantly
accepted.
Tho trustees met at the residence of

Dr. Stuart McGuire, and in view of
the prominence of tho positions fllied,
the session was one of the most Im¬
portant In the recent history of the
institution. \
Apart front the exceedingly en¬

couraging reports touching the af¬
fairs of the college as a whole, prob¬
ably the most Interesting feature of
tho meeting was the announcement of
tho addition to the toaching staff of
Dr. C. P. McClintock, formerly of De¬
troit, Mich., whose name la known
throughout the Cnlted States In con¬
nection with original pharmaceutical
work of the first Importance. Dr. Mc¬
Clintock becomes professor of hygiene
and will also bo In ohnrge of tho
laboratory of physiological chemistry.
For Borne years Dr. McClintock has
been at the head of the research de¬
partment of one of the greatest drug
houses of tho world, and has met with
remarkable success. Recently ho has
determined to retire and to devote
his time hereafter to i..- prlvato pur¬
suit of bis experimental studies with
plants, vaoclncs. sera, etc. Looking
about for u suitable location he final¬
ly has settled on Richmond as his
future home, and has now agreed to
glvo a considerable portion or his time
to the University College.
The trustees of the Institution feel

that In securing a teacher of the
pronilnenoe and experience of Dr. Mc¬
Clintock they have distinctly added to
th& prestige of the college.

It was Impossible yesterday to reach
Dr. McClln'tock. but It Is understood
that he has purchased a place on the
Broad Street Road, a few miles from
the city, and will eventually have In
operation there what may bo non-
technlcally doscrlbcd as a "drug farm."
Some Idea of the value of his expert
opinion may bo trained from the fact
that a fow days ago he was called
from Richmond to Detroit to pass
judgment upon a proposed new com¬
pound then under consideration.
